RUIjE 5.— To excite respiration.— 
nurlnc the eiiijdovnient of the iibnvc 
methoil c.>ielle die nostrils with snuff 
or smelling salts, or tickle the throat 
with a feather. Rub tha chest and 
face brl«kl.v. and dash cold and hot 
water nltemiitely iiijuii Ihe patient. 

Do not be too soon discouraged. He- 
member that at any lime wllhin two 
liours your efforts may he successful. 

RULE 0.— To induce elrculatlou and 
warmth.— After breathing is commen- 
ced WRip the patient In warm blauk- 
elK. ami ai)irl.Ti bottles of. hot water, 
htit bricks, or anything to restore 
heat. 

Warm the bead nearly as fast as the 
body, le.-it convnlsions should be In- 
duced. Rubbing the body with warm 
cloths, or with the hunds, and flapping 
tlio fleshy parts may assiBt to restore 
warmth and breathing. 

If the patient can swallow witii 
safety glvo him hot coffee, ten, milk, 
or spirits. Allow the patient to linve 
nbiindance ot fresh air.

If you get Into water beyend your 
deptli do not plunge, struggle, nor 
throw up your IiiiuiIk aud nrtiis out of 
the water. "Trend water" in tlio erect 
position, hji moving the feet up and 
down, at the Kime time slow'ly pad- 
dling with the hands, keeping them 
under water. If any person approach- 
es to rescue you preserve your pres- 
ence of mind and do not grasp hini ;
